WERE FIGHTING FIRE. 
“Before I recognized any organiza- 
tion of citizens,” he said, “Mayor 

Schmitz and Chief Dinan had author- 

ized thousands of citizens to act as 

special police. The First California 

Regiment was assigned to cover an im- 

mense district, extending from Market 

street to the county line. All my men 
were fighting fire and helping the peo- 
ple to remove the goods, and we had 
worked for forty-eight hours without 
a wink of sleep.

At 
the time of departure he had trans- 
portation amounting to $150, furnished 
by Tom McCarey for the conveyance 
of the Neil party to Los Angeles, and 
it is learned that he turned this back 
to the Southern Pacific for transpor- 
tation to Chicago.

Abe Attell was terribly disappointei 
yesterday when the situation dawned 
upon him.

Reports Attempt to Contract for 
Output of Many Northern Mills for 
Two and Even Three Years—All 
idle Tonnage on Coast to Be Press-

SAN PEDRO, April 26.—The steamer 
Helen P. Drew, Capt. Charles Gun- 
derson, arrived this morning from San 
Francisco, where she has been doing 
patrol and dispatch work since the 
earthquake and fire. ‘ 

Ss. E. Salsig, manager of the L. E. 


White Mill and Lumber Company. 


owners of the Helen P. Drew, accom- 
panies the steamer and while here will 
purchase five carloads of provisions to 
be shipped to the company’s mill and 
plant at Point Arena. It is probauvle 
that other companies will find it rec- 
essary to dispatch supply steamers to 
Fort Bragg, the Mendocino Coast and 
other Northern California points, from 
Southern California, as it is impossible 
to outfit in San Francisco. 
Speaking of the probable effect the 
earthquake and fire in San francisco 
would have upon the lumber trade to 
San Pedro and Souchern California, 
Manager Salsig said: 
There will probably be a falling 
off in lumber shipments to Southern 
California for several months as most 
of the steam tonnage will be diverted 
to San ncisco. One effect will be 
an immediate increase in freigh: rates 
on lumber. The demand for zumber of 
all kinds and grades in San Francisco 
will be large. Already an attempt is 
being made to contract for the output 
of many northern mills for two and 
even three years. All the idle tonnage 
on the Coast will be pressed into serv- 
ice. After the demand is supplied 
there will again be a big rush in ship- 
ments to Southern California.“

go of supplies for Point Arena direct.

CATTER THE IMMIGRANTS. 

A most valuable analysis of the 
destination and location of immigrants 
during 1906 has been made by the 
Western Passenger Association. The 
result is to show conclusively that the 
trouble lies not in the number of the 
hewcomers pouring into the country 
at the rate of a round million annually, 
but in the fact that more than seven- 
tenths of them remain in the already 
congested districts close to New York, 
the port of landing, where their labor 
is not required, and where their con- 
tinuous “dumping” is adding to the 
seriousness of a situation already 
gravely serious. Last year the five 
States of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut retained within their borders 
some 700,000 immigrants. Of these 
nearly one-half got no further than 
New York city itself. . | 

The only States further afield to 
receive any appreciable share of the 
inflowing tide of population were II- 
nois with 79,139 immigrants, Ohio 
with 61,242 and California with 21,166. 
Not another State in the Union got as 
many as 20,000. The Southern States, 
where labor has so Many openings, 
received a mere dribble—Texas, with 
its vast undeveloped areas, less than 
5000. The great Middle West was vir- 
tually untouched by the stream. Cali- 
fornia, as affecting the general propo- 
sition, stands quite by itself; her 21. 
166 fresh arrivals from over the seas, 


* 


transportation across the continent, 
were not really members of the great 
army of immigrants who have only 
the labor of their hands on which to 
place d@bendence, and nearly all of 
whom get caught by the stake-nets of 
impecuniosity on the American sea- 
board. 

‘It is no wonder that the concentra- 
tion of new labor in a restricted area 
already oversupplied with labor causes 
considerable uneasiness in many men’s 
minds. But this is no argument against 
immigration itself. A country of such 
vast area as the United States, and 


still awaiting further development, 
can readily absorb all the incoming 
population, provided the stream is di- 
rected toward those States and Terri- 
tories where the demand all the time 
is for more hands to do the work re- 
quifed. To turn an Italian peasant, 
skilled in farm work but wholly ignor- 
ant of city life, into a New York street 
laborer is a ridiculous waste of good 
material. On the cotton fields of the 
South or the orchards and vineyards 
of the West the coming of such a man 
is a gain to the country; but his re- 
tention in a New York slum destroys 
his usefulness both to himself and to 
the land of his adoption, while it also 
renders more difficult than ever the 
preblem of elevating the impoverished 
masses already accumulated in such 

Granted that migration in the 
first instance is w restricted, that 
the country is safeguarded from an 
invading horde of outcasts from other 
nations, physical, moral or social der- 
elicts of humanity, it is the distribu- 
tion of the immigration that has be- 
come the clamant question of the hour. 
The congested Eastern States must be 
relieved of the burden of alfen popu- 
lation being piled ever higher and 
higher upon their long-suffering 


tribution of the burden elsewhere, will 
be great gain to other sections of the 
country. 


AN FRANCISCO'S OPPORTUNITY 
The time and the opportunity are 
at hand for San Francisco to shake off 
the shackles of industrial despotism 
which have held her so long in bond- 
age, which have bound her industries 
with innumerable hampering gyves.
